Shepherd  College,  which  has  served 
West  Virginia's  Eastern  Panhandle  since 
1  872,  honors  West  Virginia  in  her  Centennial 
Year  and  dedicates  this  yearbook  to  the  State's 
success  in  her  next  century  for  the  enrichment  of  all. 


The  Shenandoah  Valley  —  the 
land,  the  limestone,  the  orchards, 
and  always  in  the  background 
broods  the  haze  of  the  Blue  Ridge 
Mountains. 
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West  Virginia's  Eastern  Panhandle,  the  home  of  Shepherd 
College,  is  the  site  of  a  thriving  industrial  complex.  The  Standard 
Lime  and  Cement  Company,  one  of  the  oldest  industries  in  the 
area,  owns  one  of  the  world's  largest  limestone  mines  and  makes 
use  of  the  Panhandle's  high-quality  limestone. 

From  the  soil,  rich  in  mineral  elements  grow  abundant  apple, 
cherry,  and  peach  orchards.  Another  industrial  friend  of  Shepherd 
College  is  the  C.  H.  Mussleman  Company  whose  Inwood  apple- 
sauce plant  is  the  largest  in  the  world.  A  Mussleman  High  School 
graduate,  Sherry  Shirley  now  a  Shepherd  College  sophomore,  was 
the  winner  of  the  National  Cherry  Pie  Baking  Contest  in  1961.

Stately  Shepherdstown  High  School,  a  typical 
example  of  the  numerous  schools  from  which 
Shepherd  College  students  come,  is  significant  in 
one's  college  education  as  a  setting  for  observa- 
tions and  student  teaching. 

Over  a  century  old  this  "little  red  schoolhouse" 
stands  as  a  monument  to  free  education  through- 
out West  Virginia.  Deeded  to  the  State  for  Shep- 
herd College,  the  little  building  is  being  restored 
to  a  geniune  old-time  classroom,  furnished  with 
authenic  period  equipment. 
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Subject  of  an  article  in  the  National  Education 
magazine,  Shepherd's  unique  "Little  House"  pro- 
vides opportunities  for  observations  of  children  in 
unusual  situations — a  world  their  own  size.  Even 
the  furniture  is  built  to  scale.  Its  erection  in  1929 
was  due  primarily  to  the  efforts  of  Florence  Shaw, 
ProfessoV  of  Education,  1923  to  1961.

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This  old  mansion,  Bellevue,  tranquilly  overlooking  the  Potomac  from  the 
crest  of  the  hill,  is  a  voice  retelling  Shepherdstown's  past.  The  pioneers  for 
whom  the  town  and  college  are  named  saw  the  beauty  and  the  promise  of 
the  Valley,  and  new  generations  in  their  turn  conserve  and  appreciate  this 
beauty  while  developing  the  Valley's  promise. 
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The  pride  and  livelihood  of  many  families  in  the  area,  the  cattle  of 
Eastern  West  Virginia  are  prized  throughout  the  nation.

Shepherd's  contribution  to  the  1962 
Shepherdstown  bi-centennial  celebration 
was  the  presentation  of  the  "The  Con- 
trast" by  Royall  Tyler.  This  uproarious 
play  was  the  first  comedy  written  in  the 
United  States.  "The  Contrast"  was  first 
presented  in  Shepherdstown  in  1791  four 
years  after  it  was  written. 

This  example  of  an  eighteenth-century 
comedy  of  manners  provided  Shepherd 
thespians  with  an  interesting  change  of 
pace.  Between  rehearsals,  set  design,  and 
prop  construction,  well  over  a  thousand 
man  hours  were  put  in  before  the  first 
night  of  performance.

The  scope  of  the  physical  education  program  is 
divided  into  three  distinct  categories.  First,  the 
intercollegiate  sports  allow  Shepherd  men  to  com- 
pete against  those  from  other  colleges  in  football, 
basketball,  baseball,  swimming,  and  track.

Completing  his  seventh  season  as  head  football  coach  at 
Shepherd,  Jesse  Riggleman  guided  the  Rams  to  a  4-2-2  record 
against  some  highly-regarded  opposition  in  1962.  Carl  Hartman, 
a  newcomer  to  the  campus,  served  as  assistant  coach  through- 
out the  year. 

Riggleman's  minions  accumulated  171  points  in  the  eight 
outings,  an  average  of  better  than  21  per  start.  Their  oppon- 
ents were  rationed  to  just  78  tallies  or  less  than  ten  a  game. 
The  Rams  trounced  Gallaudet,  Potomac  State  and  Frostburg 
and  recorded  a  narrow  victory  over  Bridgewater.  Shepherd's 
only  losses  were  administered  by  Shippensburg  and  Concord, 
both  being  one-point  decisions.  The  Rams  deadlocked  both  West 
Virginia  Wesleyan  and  Fairmont. 

Their  standing  in  the  West  Virginia  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Conference  was  1-1-2  in  the  Eastern  Division.  The  meager  sum 
of  six  points  separated  the  Rams  from  a  perfect  8-0  record. 

As  a  result  of  some  fine  individual  performances,  the  Rams 
placed  seven  men  on  the  all-conference  team.  Leo  Kisner,  Bob 
Terpening,  Nick  Pappas,  Jim  Stupp,  Sam  Biller,  and  Bill  Keller 
fortified  a  stark  defensive  team  while  Jack  White,  Pete  Menke, 
Wayman  Everly  and  George  Warner  were  standout  linemen  on 
offense.  Stan  Morgan  and  Ron  Crane  bore  the  major  propor- 
tion of  the  running  assignments  and  Ashley  Scarborough  proved 
a  competent  field  general.

Coach  Carl  Hartman,  a  former  high  scorer  among  the 
nation's  small  college  players,  took  over  the  reins  of  the 
Shepherd  basketball  team  and  directed  it  to  an  8-8  regular- 
season  record.  A  high-scoring  quintet  composed  of  Ros- 
coe  Dean,  Scott  Douglas,  Bill  Wills,  Wayman  Everly,  and 
freshman  whiz  Bill  Thompson  set  the  pace  as  the  Rams 
averaged  84.7  points  per  game  to  the  opposition's  80.8. 
Shepherd  twice  eclipsed  the  century  mark  in  an  individual 
game,  downing  Potomac  State,  116-69,  and  Davis  and 
Elkins,  113-91.  The  Rams  were  also  the  number  one  re- 
bounding team  in  the  W.V.I.A.C.  The  Rams,  who  always 
seem  to  play  their  worst  game  of  the  year  in  the  con- 
ference tourney,  kept  their  25-year  tournament  losing 
string  intact  by  falling  to  West  Liberty,  58-49.  With  only 
Dean  among  the  regulars  departing  via  graduation,  the 
future  is  bright  indeed.

The  story  of  the  1963  edition  of  the  Shepherd  swimming  team 
can  be  summed  up  in  just  four  words — miserable  start,  glorious 
ending. 

Coach  Erwin  Fieger's  tankmen  lost  four  of  their  first  five  meets 
by  rather  convincing  margins  and  things  were  looking  very  bleak. 
But  the  Rams  rallied  gamely  with  a  big  victory  over  Fairmont  and 
beat  Gallaudet  to  finish  with  a  3-4  mark. 

The  upheaval  wasn't  quite  over  yet,  though,  as  Shepherd  outclassed 
a  field  of  five  to  win  The  West  Virginia  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Con- 
ference championship  for  the  second  time  in  the  past  three  years. 
The  Rams  rolled  up  123  points  in  a  gallant  effort  to  easily  out- 
distance runner-up  Davis  and  Elkins,  which  had  76. 

Lee  Cook,  who  graduates  after  a  sterling  four-year  career,  Bill  Wil- 
liams and  Dave  Re  illy  were  outstanding  individual  performers.  Cook 
accumulated  8714  points  during  the  year  to  top  the  team  while 
Williams  was  second  with  64 V2  and  Reilly  third  with  54 Vi. 

Cook  and  Williams  both  established  two  state  standards  during 
the  state  meet  with  the  former  shattering  the  200  yard  free-style  and 
100  yard  butterfly  records  while  Williams  broke  the  marks  in  the 
500  yard  free-style  and  the  1  650  yard  free-style.
